Ash urges James to return 
because he feels that James should pay his last 
respects. But Jessie and Meowth just want him to 
claim his inheritance. 

When he gets home, James discovers that his 
parents are not dead; they are merely pre- 
tending, as a lure. Their true intention is to see 
him marry his fiancee, Jezebel. 

Jessie and Meowth act as James’ running 
crew; they dress in black outfits with veils. James’ 
parents pretend not to see them. As during a 
play, the audience is supposed to ignore the stage 
hands when they change the scenery.

She traps James in the 
basement, runs his friends out of the house, then 
proceeds to beat him with a whip. Jessie and 
Meowth are locked outside, powerless to stop 
her.When Jezebel tries to steal a kiss from James, 
Growlithe comes to his rescue. 

Growlie was James’ pet when he was a child. 
Even then, Jezebel tortured him, which is why he 
ran away in the . 
first place. James 
realizes that if he 
wants to be free 
from her — he'll 
have to run away 
again. He_ bids 
farewell to 
Growlie, and asks 
him to watch 
over his parents. 

Jessie is disap- 
pointed that 
James didn’t 
receive the inher- 
itance, but is glad 
that she didn’t lose him to Jezebel. Jessie and 
James hop into their balloon, and sail off into the 
sunset, leaving poor Meowth to run a long 
behind. 

“Holy Matrimony” moves at a relaxed pace 
and doesn’t lead up to any major battles. Instead, 
it pauses to reflect on Team Rocket as charac- 
ters. | definitely recommend it. | give it an A.

The result was five prizes for 
both of us. | decked him with two cards left in 
my library. Matches (3-0) Games (6-1) 


In Summary, you must look at the overall 
strategy. The first match was an attempt to 
expose a Grass weakness by racing after my 
Ponyta. My match against Tamela was. chal- 
lenging. My deck had a little more punch than 
hers, as | tried to set up for an offensive 
attack. Sometimes, even the most aggressive 
gamers must take their decks, sit back and 
re-analyze their strategy. My Removal and 
disruption cards could prevent his semi- 
aggressive deck from six prizes and Israel 
could prevent me from drawing six with his 
defensive deck.

Wall in the Pokémon Trading Card Game is a 

Basic Pokémon that usually has a high HP level 

and can take a beating for a long time. These 

Pokémon often have defensive attacks. Why use 
Walls? Some use them as their Active Pokémon 
while evolving their Benched Pokémon. Send a Wall 
out for a few turns. Let that Pokémon take its 
bruises, then call it back and send out a powerful 
attacker to battle. Another reason to use Walls is to 
run your opponent out of cards. (Remember, if your 
opponent can’t draw a card during his or her turn, 
you win!)

Walls work great with combination decks as well. 
Use walls with Alakazam because its Pokémon 
Power allows you to move damage counters to your 
other Pokémon during your turn. Move the counters 
to your Walls and simply wipe them away with 
Pokémon Center and a few Scoop Ups. Let’s take a 
look at some of the best Walls in the business! 


Chansey may look like a pink 
cream puff, but don’t judge this 
Pokémon on its looks alone! 
Chansey has 120 HP, which is 
the same amount as 
Charizard—the highest of all 
Pokémon. And Chansey comes 
out on the first turn! The retreat 
cost of only one Energy enables 
a fairly easy retreat to the 
Bench. 

As for attacks, Scrunch will drive your opponents 
batty. For two Colorless Energy and a successful 
coin flip, your opponent can’t do anything to 
Chansey during his or her next turn. This inevitably 
drags on the game, thus allowing you to build 
Benched Pokémon for late game attacks. Double 
Edge costs four Colorless Energy and does 80 dam- 
age to the opponent's Active Pokémon and 
Chansey. This may seem like a poor attack. But, I’ve 
gotten two prizes in exchange for one Chansey by 
making Chansey Active and attaching a Double 
Colorless Energy and then Scrunch the opponent. 

During your next turn, attach a second Double 
Colorless Energy and use Double Edge. This should 
knock out most Basic and Stage 1 Pokémon. Use 
Double Edge again and take out a second 
Pokémon. You'll lose Chansey, but you'll claim your 
second prize in two turns. 


Kangaskhan is also a fantastic 
Wall. Your opponent can chip 
away at Kangaskhan’s 90 HP. 
Fetch is a fantastic attack for a 
Wall because it only costs one 
Colorless Energy and offers 
Card Advantage. You won't hurt 
your opponent, but you'll get 
two cards to, his or her one. This 
actually speeds up your 
Evolution process and enables 
you to build a powerful Bench. Comet Punch costs 
four Colorless Energy and is too costly to use. 
Kangaskhan’s main drawback is a high-energy 
retreat cost of three. Use Scoop Ups and/or 
Switches to call back Kangaskhan.

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#108 Lickitung (Level 26) 


Lickitung gives Chansey a run 
for one of the best Walls in the 
game. His 90 HP is a tad less 
than Chanseys, but Lickitung 
offers some cheap attacks that 
can slow down an opponent 
and cause damage. Tongue 
Wrap is one Colorless Energy 
and causes 10 damage. It can 
paralyze the Defending 
Pokémon with a successful coin flip. Supersonic 
costs two Colorless Energy and will Confuse the 
Defending Pokémon with a successful coin flip. 
Confusion is just plain nasty and should always be 
attempted if your opponent isn’t Confused. The 
retreat cost of three Energy is high, so have some 
Trainers in your deck to return Lickitung to safety. 
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#150 Mewtwo (Level 53) 


Mewtwo is a fantastic Wall. 
Barrier costs two Psychic 
Energy, but you must discard 
one of them. It prevents all dam- 
age and all attack affects. 
Mewtwo is the cornerstone of 
the famous Mullie-Mew deck. 
The purpose of the Mullie-Mew 
is to win the game by running 
your opponent out of cards. The 
Pokémon contained in a Mullie-Mew is a few 
Mewtwo’s, a few Trainers and 45 to 50 Psychic 
Energy. Mullie is short for mulligan. The term mulli- 
gan means that when you draw your opening seven 
cards and don’t have a Basic Pokémon, you reshuf- 
fle and draw seven new cards. Your opponent has 
the opportunity to draw up to two more cards. You're 
allowed to mulligan as often as needed, until you get 
a Basic Pokémon. You win by using Barrier every 
time it’s your turn, but watch out for Energy Removal! 


#143 Snorlax (Level 20) 


| tried my best to find some- | 
thing good about this card, but | ¥ 
this Snorlax card is just plain | 
horrible. Snorlax’s only attack 
costs four Energy, as does its | 
retreat cost. Nearly every other |* 
Pokémon listed here is a better 
choice as a Wall. 
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#122 Mr. Mime (Level 28) 

Don’t let Mr. Mime’s 40 HP 
trick you; he’s one of the most 
feared Pokémon from the Jungle 
Expansion. Mr. Mime’s Pokémon 
Power, Invisible Wall, prevents 
all damage of 30 or more. This 
stops big attackers like 
Charizard, Gyarados other 
bruisers dead in their tracks. Mr. 
Mime’s Meditate attack costs 
one Psychic Energy and one 
Colorless Energy. It does 10 damage plus 10 dam- 
age for every damage counter on the Defending 
Pokémon. This adds up quickly! Combine Mr. Mime 
with Chanseys and Alakazams for one of the 
strongest combinations in the game. Use 
Alakazam’s Pokémon Power to move damage from 
Mr. Mime onto Chansey. They just keep Meditating! 


#95 Onix (Level 95) 


Onix is the poor man’s Wall. 
Because it’s a Common card, | | 
you should have no problem 
getting your hands on a few. 
Onix’s 90 HP makes for a solid | 
Wall. Rock Throw does 10 dam- |* 
age for one Fighting Energy. 
Harden costs two Fighting 
Energy and prevents all dam- 
age to Onix of 30 or less during 
your opponent’s next turn. Onix 
has a high retreat cost of three, 
and Scoop Ups handy. 


so keep Switches 


#145 Zapdos (Level 64) 


Zapdos has some of the 
strongest attacks in the game, 
but they’re costly, and Energy 
Removal hurts this Mystical Bird. 
But, if you look at Zapdos as a 
Wall, the story changes. Zapdos 
has no weakness, a resistance 
to fighting and 90 HP. This will 
slow down Haymaker decks. 
Hitmonchan is virtually power- 
less against Zapdos. Throw your Zapdos Wall out for 
a while, and start building your Bench. The retreat 
cost of three Energy is fairly high, but you'll need 
Scoop Ups and Switches to get Zapdos away safe- 
ly.
